Its Normal Condition, 


MINERS IN BAD . RUMOR 


English Speaking Coal Diggers Want 
To Return to Work 


FOREIGNERS CONTROL MEETING 


General Gobin Establishes His Head- 
“quarters at. Hotel, Where He Will 
Remain Until His Camps 
Are Pitched and Fully 

“Krranged. 


Shenendoah. Pa., September 22.—With 
Ne arrival of the military here today this 
borough assumed its normal condition 
and the anticipated resumption of vio- 
lence cn the part of the miners did not 
occur. It might have been the prcs- 
ence of the soldiers that restrained the 
turbulent element, but many of the resi- 
dents believe the lack of riotous scenes 
was due to the fact that all the collieries 
here were closed. 

Fearing that an attempt to work the 
mines today: would result in possible 
bloodshed Sheriff Toole last night re- 
quested the mine owners to suspend oper- 
ations until after the troops had arrived. 
The only colliery twhich attempted to 
work today was the William Penn, oper- 
ated by the Susquehanna Coal Company. 
The employees were, however, intercepted 
on their wav to the mine by strikers, who 
succeeded in persuading them to return 
to their homes. 

The first detachment of troops arrived 
here shortly Before 8 o'clock today. It 
consisted of the Schuylkill companies of 
the Fourth and Eighth regiments. 

Jeneral Gobin established headquarters 
in the Hotel Ferguson until he can find a 
suitable place in the neld. The arrival 
of the troops occasioned much 
ment among the residents, and especially 
the strikers. who thronged the vicinity 
of the railroad station from early in the 
morning until late in the day. They were 
sullen and vented muttered threats, but 
made no attempt at violence. Aside from 
the incursion of the militia, the most im- 
portant ‘occurrence today was a meeting 
of the English speaking mine workers of 
this vicinity. Among the speakers were 
Organizers J. F. Purcell and George Har- 
ris. of the United Mine Workers, and 
Paul Pauleski, a Lithuanian labor leader 
of this place. 

The meeting, which was secret, is said 
to have been dominated by the foreign 
employees. The English speaking men 
favored returning to work Monday, but 
the foreigners voted them sown, and 
adopted a resolution to remain on strike. 
The English speaking employees declare 
that they will go to the mines on Mon- 
day and serious consequences may re- 
sult. 

This was pay day at the William Penn 
colliery and a number of armed depu- 
ties were brought from Mahaney plane 
and placed on guard around the slope. 
The mine workers were orderly, how- 
ever. and no trouble occurred. Dr. Ham- 
{Iton today made a post mortem exami- 
nation of the body of John Schonitski, 
the Pole who was shot and killed during 
last night’s riots. Schonitskf had but re- 
cently arrived here and leaves a widow 
and several children in Poland. The in- 
aquest will be held on Tuesday by Coro- 
ner Cardin. 

The saloons, which had been closed by 
Burgess David Brown after yesterday’s 
riot. opened this afternoon, and as a re- 
sult several minerS were arrested on the 
charge of disorderly conduct.

MITCHELL CONDEMNS TOOLE. 


Father Phillips Comes Out Flatly for 
the Strikers. 

Hazleton, Pa., September 22.—President 
Mitchell, of the United Mine Workers of 
America, tonight issued a statement giv- 
ing his views of the calling out of troops 
at Shenandoah, and the killing of a mem- 
ber of a mob by deputies at Shenandoah 
yesterday. The statement is as follows: 

“From information I have received 
from those who have investigated the sit- 
uation, it appears that the shooting on 
the part of the sheriff and his deputies 
was entirely uncalled for, inasrnuch as 
the strikers had not injured a single mem- 
ber of the sheriff's posse; and the cir- 
cumstance forcibly illustrates the ruth- 
less disregard the sheriff and his deputies 
have for the lives of persons whom it 
was their plain duty to place under ar- 
rest if they had violated any of the laws 
of the state of Pennsylvania. The govern- 
or in calling out the state troops has, in 
my judgment, acted inconsiderately, and 
without a thorough investigation. I am 
confident that the miners who are on 
strike are fully impressed with the neces- 
sity of observing the law and conducting 
themselves in a peaceful manner at all 
times.”’ 

Father Phillips, of St. Gabriel’s Catho- 
lic church, who has worked diligently for 
arbitration as a means of settling the 
strike, tonight issued a statement, in 
which he comes out flatly on the side of 
the strikers. In his statement he says: 

“Tf the executive officials of the big 
coal carrying companies have been cor- 
rectly quoted by today’s papers, arbitra- 
tion is no longer a means to the end de- 
sired by the general public, namly, a dis- 
continuancs of the conflict between labor 
and capital. There is now no alternative 
but to fight to the finish between organ- 
ized labor and organized capital. Honest 
efforts for peace have been throttled and 
since reason and justice and mercy will 
not be heard, the operator must either 
arrogate to himself the title of coal king 
and sway his scepter over unwilling sub- 
jects, or the miners must meet the issue 
by renewed efforts to deplete the mar- 
kets by the ccmplete prevention of pro- 
duction.”’

Administration leaders and the 
War Taxes, 


FAVOR «THEIR = RETENTION 


Some Interests May Be Favored, but 
Many Features of the Present 
Bill Will Be Retained—Some 
Internal Revenue 
Figures.

Washington, September 22.—(Special.)— 
The republican administration intends to 
pave the way for its military programme 
by retaining, to a large extent, the sys- 
tem of taxation which was placed upon 
the country as an emergency war meas- 
ure, 

The information upon which this state- 
ment igs based comes from a high official 
of the administration who states unequiv- 
ocally that the influence of the adminis- 
tration will be used with congress at the 
forthcoming session, and so long as the 
present administration remains in power, 
to perpetuate as a permanent source of 
internal revenue many features of this 
special war tax. 

Special will be made to 
some interests. The tax will be taken off 
of some articles; but the system will be 
retained in many of its features. This 
internal revenue taxation has been a pro- 
lifle source of revenue to the government 
and in the eyes of administration officials 
presents distinctive advantages. 
Expenses Will Be Largely Increased. 

If President McKinley is re-elected and 
his policy of the permanent retention of 
the Philippines is thereby given indorse- 
ment by the people, the expenses of the 
sovernment will necessarily be very large- 
ly increased. Perhaps the first step in line 
With this policy will be the permanent 
increase of the standing army to a basis 
of at least 100,000 men, President McKinley 
and his party have strongly advocated 
such increase. This will mean that the 
present heavy expenses of the army, 
Which the republicans are now defending 
on the ground that they are merely tem- 
porary, will become permanent. Once in-

No Profit to the Government. 

Administration financiers do not allow 
themselves to be fooled by the talk of 
come from a colonial system, 
for they know that any returns which 
may by any possibility come out of the 
development of trade in new possessions 
will go into the pockets of the few men 
éngaged in exploiting those 
while the government will get absolutely 
no benefit in any way. Even if the trade 
to be developed should come up to the 
most roseate predictions of republican 
campaign orators—which, of course even 
these orators have no idea will ever hap- 
pen—the government’s. only part would 
be one of constant and never-ending loss, 

To the men of wealth who contro] the 
republican party, the necessity for meeting 
these heavy expenses points to one of two 
things: either the development of some 
system of internal revenue _§ taxation 
which will spread the burden over all 
classes of people, or the enactment of an 
income tax law which they fear beyond 
everything else. They realize that under 
Such a law a great deal of the wealth 
which now escapes taxation would be 
made to bear a good proportion of the 
burden; and they vastly prefer the per- 
petuation of the present system of inter- 
nal taxation, which they Know they can 
manipulate to an incofne tax law which, 
once engrafted upon the statute books, 
would find its way into the pockets of the 
rich and make them bear thelr share of 
the expense of government, as they are 
wade to bear it in other countries. 

Republican Bluffs and Promises. 

It was because they intend to retain

r the republican officials refused to do any- 


thing with it at the last session of con- 
gress. Thetreasury department figures 
showed such a surplus as would have 
warranted the reduction of these special 
war taxes—especially as this country is 
theoretically at peace—but every effort to 
reduce was squelched. For the purpose of 
holding in line the’ different elements 
which sought to have the rates reduced, 
the republican leaders held out promises 
of reduction at the nexf session and au- 
thorized hearings by the house commit- 
tee on ways and means, but nothing at 
ail substantial was done. The democrats 
suggested a 50 per cent reduction of all 
these taxes, which would have been a 
fair proposition based upon the figures of 
the treasury department, but nothing of 
that kind was permitted. If the present 
law is to be changed, the republicans pro- 
pose to change it themselves so that they 
can take care of their friends. 

Of course the chief purpose of their re- 
fusal to do anything was that they might 
jolly every fellow into the belief that the 
taxes in which he was interested would be 
reduced and thereby get from him a liber. 
al contribution to the republican cam- 
paign fund. That has been worked for all 
it is worth, and the impression has been 
sent out that the republicans would grant 
a reduction in all these features if they 
did not abolish the war tax altogether. 

The Probable Reductions. 
All interests affected by the war tax 
are expected to demand its abolition in 


view of the fact that the receipts exceed 


the expenditures so largely, but the re- 
publican leaders of the house and senate 
will, if they follow the administration 
programme, remove the increased tax up- 
on beer and takeghe tax off of proprieta- 
ry medicinea which seems to be about 
the only instance in which the tax is 
paid by the producer. The manufacturers 
of proprietary medicines have not been 
able to increase the price of their ccm- 
modities so as to include the additional 
tax, and so, although the total of the tax 
they pay. is comparatively small, they 
have set up the loudest kind of a how!, It 
ig understood that the big manufacturers 
in this ling have “coughed” liberally tw 
Mr. Hanna's fund, so they will be taken 
care of. 

The republican plan ts to retain those 
features of the revenue act which re- 
quire stamps on telegramg, express re- 
ceipts, checks, and instruments of credit 
or financial documents. While these taxcs 
bear upon many of those already heavily 
taxed—every working man who has a lit- 
tle money in the savings bank and who 
uses checks; every man who sends a tcle- 
gran. and every man who sends an ex- 
press package, although the original in- 
tention of this feature of the law was to 
make the companies pay the tax, every 
small merchany. who is already bearing 
more than his re of the taxation, be- 
cause his property ‘gs visible and cannot 
escape—the cry is to be raised by the re- 
publicans that the tax is to be retaincd 
because it bears heaviest on the monied 
classes. 

The Programme Outlined. 

One of the administration officials in 
presenting this administration programme 
is quoted as saying: 

“I may say with absolute assurance that 
there are certain features of the new luw 
which will perhaps never be repealed. 
During the next session of congress you 
may witness a material reduction in the 
special taxes, while the duty on some ot 
the proprietary articles or commedities 
which enter into dally life will perhaps 
be repealed entirely. But there is no 
reason wry the tax should not remain 
upon interests which are capable of pay- 
ing their due share in running the gov- 
ernment. It stands to reason that banks, 
brokers or people with wealth who hindie 
checks, Jegacies, or legal tender paper, 
should pay some special tribute to the 
government. Tha new law has unfolded 
some new propositions which will soive 
the question of maintaining the expenses 
of the government more clearly than acre- 
tofore. After the civil war the taxes re- 
mained upon certain articles like tobacco 
and liquor. Why should not the tax re- 
main on banks, brokers, pawnbrokers, 
proprietors of amusement places, oleo- 
margarine manufacturers,-.opium, docu- 
ments like bonds, bank checks, bills of 
exchange, bills of lading, certificates ot 
profit, conveyances, contracts, insurance 
policies, warehouse receipts, telegrap'e 
messages, express packages, bank circu- 
lation and a hundred and one similar ar- 
ticles? A declaration to the effect that 
this is contemplated wou'd doubtless fill 
the air with protests. But there is no 
opposition to the tax now, and it is ac- 
cepted as a matter of course. What is 
more, the interests I have enumerated do 
not miss the stamps or ihe trivial tax to 
which they are subjected.” 

The republicans count en the assistance 
of the democrats in carrying out their 
plan, because of their argument that such 
a tax would be placed principally upon 
the prosperous interests. They have, of 
course, the power to make over or change 
the present law in any way they may seé 
fit. The chief purpose of the republican 
programme is, however, to retain the ma- 
chinery of this system so that it may be 
manipulated by them in any way they see 
fit. 

Internal Revenue Figures. 

Commissioner George W. Wilson, of the 
internal revenue department, has 
completed a preliminary report of 
revenues obtained under the specia) 
for the fiscal year ending June 20. 
He brings the internal revenue 
tlons up from 1862, when the civil war 
revenue enactment was created, up to the 
present year, showing the comparative in- 
creases and decreases as well as the cust 
of collection. The reccipts from the spe- 
cial wer tax during the fiseal of 
100 amount to $295,516,201.31, showing an 
increase of $521,335.84 over the collections 
cf the prevous year. The effect of the 
new law was observed in the revenue col- 
lections of 1899, when at the close of the 
fiscal year they amounted to $273, 154,573.44, 
against $170,866,819.86 the previous year. 
An examinaticn of the expenditures for 
the operations of the war and navy de- 
partments since the beginning of the war 
shows that in 1898 $56,000,000 was expended 
for both branches of.the service; $230,122,- 
000 in 1899, and this has been reduced to 
$108,878,000 during the last fiscal year. 
While the total expenditures for the army 
and navy during the three fiscal years of 
1898 to 1900, inclusive, amounted to 3244,- 
000,000, the receipts from the internal 
revenue law amounted during the satne 
period to $739.660,000. ' 

The Cost of Collection. 

A special feature of interest in the com- 
pilation just made" by Commissioner Wil- 
son is the decrease in the cost of collect- 
ing internal revenues. In 1863, when the 
war tax brought in $41,003,192.93, it cost 
6.70 per cent for collections; in 1864, the 
receipts were $117,145,748.52, of which 4.72 
per cent was absorbed for collection. The 
general average of collection until 1890 {s 
shown to be 3.50 per cent, which has been 
reduced under Commissicner Wilson's ad- 
ininistration to 2.25 per cent, while it only 
ecst 154 per cent to collect the $295,316,- 
107.57 durirg the last fiscal year. ‘the 
gross total of internal revenue collections 
from ths date of the civil war act to tne 
end of che fiscal year of 1900 amounts to 
$5,751,420, :11.32. 

Spirits, tobacco, fermented liquors, spe- 
cial taxes on bank capital, brokers, bowl- 
ing alleys, amusements and stamps on 
documentary and proprietary articles are 
the principal sources of rcvenve under 
the war tax. Commissioner Wilson's pre- 
liminary report for the fiscal year slows 
that the taxation on spirits brought the 
government $109,868,617.18; tobacco, $59,335,- 
084.27; fermented liquors, $73,550,754.49; 
oleomargarine, $2,543,785.18; special taxes 
on bank capital, brokers, etc., $4,515,640.45, 
and documestary and proprietary objects 
enumerated in the s»vccial tax. schedules 
A and B, $40,964,365.30.

New York, September 22.—The final call 
for the national convention of democratic 
clubs to be held at Indianapolis on Oc- 
tober 3d, was issued by William J. Bryan 
and Adlai E. Stevenson, democratic can- 
didates for the presidency and vice presi- 
dency; James K. Jones, chairman of the 
democratic national committee, and W11!- 
liam R, Hearst, president of the National 
Assoclaticn of Democratic Clubs. The 
call in full follows: 

“To the Democratic Clubs, Socleties and 
Citizens of the United States: The near 
approach of the national convention of 
democratie clubs, which will be held at 
Indianapolis on October 3d, imposes upen 
democrats everywhere the duty of in- 
creasing the work of club organization. 
This is a field of patriotic endeavor in 
which every citizen of every state and 
territory can be reasonably expected to 
take his place. Patriotism can accom- 
puish little unless it is active, brave and 
practical. The far-reaching issues which 
confront ‘the American people today— 
issues which involve our form of govern- 
ment and the principles upon which it 
has thus far securely rested—should im- 
pel every citizen tos become a politician 
in his own right. The government be- 
longs to the people and the people them- 
selves must defend it when it ig in 
danger. 

“The democratic party is opposed to the 
establishment of independent colonies un- 
der the American flag, is pledged to in- 
crease warfare against trusts and cvery 
form of private monopoly. The Kansas 
City platform has arrayed against the 
democracy the combined power of those 
who profit by inquitous laws, government 
favoritism and perversions of the consti- 
tution of the United States.

C. Groom, proprietor and day clerk re- 
spectively, and Robert and Will Triplet. 
The jury this afternoon was taken to the 
statehouse grounds and allowed to view 
the scene of the tragedy and other points 
of interest in connection with the case. 

Ths defense will introduce some wit- 
nesses in rebuttal Monday. The testfl- 
mony introduced will be mainly with a 
view to breaking down the testimony of 
Bowman Gaines and others who identified 
Howard as being on the state capitol 
grounds on the morning of January 30th, 
and also to further impeach and contra- 
dict Stubblefield and other commonwea!th 
witnesses,

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FOR HIS CRIME 


Negro Is Shot Down on His 
Threshold 


W. 8, TARVER DID SHOOTING 


Ingram Was a Trusted Servant—Tar- 
ver’s Thirteen-Year-Old Daugh- 
ter Informed Her Father of 
Ingram’s Attempted 
Assault. 


Albany, Ga., September 22.—(Spectal.)— 
About.3 o’clock this morning, Mose In- 
gram, a negro fifty-two years of age, was 
called from his bed to the door of his 
home and as _he appeared on the thresh- 
old wags met with two loads of birdshot, 
fired at range. The upper portion 
of his was torn to shreds, and he 
expired in a few seconds. The shots were 
fired by Mr. W. S. Tarver, of this city. 

The story of the crime for which In- 
gram met a summary death is horrible in 
the extreme, and it may be safely said 
that there is not in Albany today a single 
person who, knowing all the facts of the 
case, hesitates to characterize Mr. Tar- 
ver’s course aS eminently justifiable, Cer- 
tainly no voice is raised here today to 
condemn hig action. 

For nearly or quite fifteen years Mose 
Ingram had been a servant in Mr. Tar- 
ver’s household. He had been trusted 4s 
féw servants are. He had acted as cook, 
house servant and man-of-all-work. He 
had helped eare for the children of the 
family in their infancy and childhood, 
and had enjoyed the full confidence of his 
employer. Up to a few days ago he re- 
mained in the position of trust which he 
had occupied for go many years. 

For some time pas¢ Mr. Tarver had 
been on his plantation in Baker county, 
eighteen miles from Albany, his wife and 
three children occupying their home on 
Tift street, Mose Ingram was about the 
place all day, spending the nights with 
his wife at the house on Madison street, 
several blocks away, where the killing oc- 
curred. 

It is not 
sickening, 
for which 
may be told so that any 
can understand the nature of the case 
and will justify the course of Ingram’s 
slaver. Briefly stated, the facts are as fol- 
lows: 

A day or two ago Mr. Tarver's eldest 
daughter, who {ts thirteen years of age, 
acquainted her mother with the details of 
an experience through which she. had 
passed—the most horrible experience 
which pure women may know. She named 
Mose Ingram as the guilty fiend who 
had betrayed the trust reposed in him for 
nearly a score of years by attempting to 
commit the most dastardly crime in all 
the category of wrong-doing. Frightened 
by the negro’s dire threats. the child had 
kept her terrible se¢ret for a day. 

When Mr. Tarver’ returned from the 
plantation about 13:30 o'clock last night 
and heard the story for the first time, his 
feelings may better be imagined than de- 
scribed. He hurried from his.home, con- 
ferred with friends and relatives and de- 
termined on a course of action. 

Most of the information 
comes from the lips of those who are 
| close to Mr, Tarver and who are perfect- 
ly familiar with all the facts of the case. 
Mr. Tarver himself has remained at home 
ail day. He has.not been arrested and no 
warrant has been issued against h!m. In- 
gram’s wife, it is stated. will not seek to 
prosecute her husband's slayer, knowing, 
as she does, the nature of JIngram’s crime.

‘WANTS RECEIVER FOR FARM 


Terry Thinks He Is Entitled to Half 
Profits. 


FILES PETITION IN COURT 


Says That Crop Was a Growing One 
and Could Not Be Levied 
Upon. 


From the court records it would appear 
that W. A. Terry has not found the 
operation of a truck farm a bed of roses. 
Far from it—if one is to take the words 
of the petition which he has filed in 
the Fulton superior court as an earnest 
expression of his troubles durifig the 
past few months. 

In a suit which he has filed against 
John N. Sims, Terry avers that in De- 
cember of last year he and Sims entered 
into a partnership for the purpose of 
conducting a truck farm near the city. 
According to Terry each was to con- 
tribute something toward the needs of the 
enterprise. Sims was to furnish part of 
the land, a horse and some of the farm- 
ing implements, while Terry was to fur- 
nish a horse and rent the remainder of 
the land needed. 

Sims, it appears, is a merchant, having 
a general store and Terry’s petition says 
that Sims was to furnish the provisions 
and each was to share equally so far as 
the profits of the farm were concerned. 
Terry states that all went well until the 
last part of August, when Sims went 
before a justice of the peace and set 
about getting a judgment for about $60, 
which he alleged Terry owed for pro- 
visions and had declined to pay. 

The petition goes on to say tRat the 
case went through the hands of the jus- 
tice of the peace andsa’ judgment was 
taken against the crop. A sale was ar- 
ranged and the entire crop sold. Sims 
bought it in, paying, so it is claimed, $19. 
Terry declares that the crop, which was 
a diversified one, was really worth a 
great deal more than was paid for it—in 
fact, $200, according to the petition filed 
by Terry. 

Terry avers that the crop was a grow- 
ing one and in consequence could not be 
levied upon. He thinks he is entitled 
to about $108.69 as his share of the profits 
of the farm, and further declares that 
Sims’s claim that he owed anything for 
provisions, is not a good one. He says 
that on one occasion he turned over to 
Sims the sum of $247.21, less $3.40, which, 
he says, he hdd to pay out for seeds 
which Sims was unable to supply. He 
seeks the Court to appoint a receiver 
to take charge of the farm and also 
petitions for an order restraining Sims 
from disposing of the crop until the case 
had been settled. 

Judge J. H. Lumpkin has issued a tem- 
porary restraining order and set a hear- 
ing of the case for the morning of the 
29th. On Monday he will take up the 
matter of appointing a temporary re-

VALISES STOLEN 
BY FORGED ORDERS 


A Game That Is Being Worked on 
Transient Boarders. 


MANY CASES ARE REPORTED 


At Least a Dozen Valises Have Been 
Stolen in a Week. 


ARREST WAS MADE YESTERDAY MORNING 


Thieves Send Negro Boys to Boarding 
Houses with Notes That Are 
Forgeries—Police Notified. 


A verv remarkable case of valise steal- 
ing has occupled the attention of the po- 
lice and city detectives for the past three 
or four days. : 

Some person or persons have been send- 
ing negro boys to boarding houses and 
hotels for valises of guests and when the 
valises were delivered the owner never 
heard of them again. 

The game has been worked by sending 
@ negro boy with a note with the namé 
of the owner of the valise forged. In 
nearly every instance tha vyalise was 
promytly turned over to the negro note 
bearer. 

A negro youth who had secured one of 
the valises was arrested yesterday morn- 
ing, but it seems that he was a victim 
as wel] as the valise owner. 

Officer B. T. Wilson arrested Wil) 
Wyatt, a negro youth, yesterday morning. 
Wyatt had gone to the Brown hotel with 
a note bearing the forged signature of J. 
L. Watkins. In the note Watkins "was 
made to ask his landlady to send him his 
valise by the bearer. Believing the note 
to be genuine, the landlady promptly de- 
livered the grip. Several hours after- 
wards Wyatt called again at the Brown 
hote}] to ask Watkins for the 2 cents he 
had promised him for getting the valise. 
The negro stated that the man who 
called himself Watkins Kad met him on 
Edgewood avenue and got him to go after 
the erip. 

‘‘He told me he would meet me at 
postoffice,’’ stated the negro, ‘‘and pay 
me for the work, but he never came. So 
I called here to see if I could find Mr. 
Watkins.”’ 

The fact that the negro called after the 
money makes the police believe that the 
story he tells is true. 

The police and detectives now state that 
‘here have béen several similar «ascs in 
the citv in the past week. There seems to 
be a gang of thieves who are finding out 
the names of transient boarders and then 
the negro boys with forged orders 4fre re- 
sorted to. 

At least a dozen valises have been re- 
ported as stolen in this way. 

Watkins. who lost his valise two days 
ago, states that he never wrote any note 
and that the one the negro carried to the 
note] was a forgery. Watkins came to 
Athanta from Greenville, 8S. C. 

Recorder Brov'es heard the case against 
Wratt yesterday and he ordered the ne- 
gro held until the matter can‘ be futher 
investigated.

OIL INSPECTION INCREASED 


Repert of State Inspector Barrett Is 
Being Prepared. 


ELEVEN NEW INSPECTORS 


Figures i'o Show That 300,000 Gal- 
lons More Have Been Tested 
Than Ever Before. 


The first annual report of State Oil In- 
spector Barrett, which is now in course 
of preparation, will show that approxi- 
mately 300,000 gallons more of oil than 
was ever inspected before has come under 
the supervision of the state authorities 
during the year ending October Ist. Asa 
result of the new “Wnspection law e:even 
additional inspectors, located in different 
sections of the state, have recently been 
appointed, but on account of the in- 
creased amount of oil that has pdssed the 
test these appointments have proved no 


| expense to the state. 


The rigid laws governing the inspection 
of illuminating oil passed bv the last 
legislature have had the effect of bringing 
more oil than ever before under the leyal 
test. State Inspector Barrett’s report will 
show clearly the wisdom of the new sys- 
tem of inspection, not quiy by the de- 
creasing loss of life, but in the general 
satisfaction given al] over the _ state 
through the exclusion of illuminating 
fluids that flash below 100 degrees Fah- 
renheit. 

The state is paid at the present time % 
a cent for each galion of oil inspected. 
While the fact that 300,000 gallons more 
have been inspected this year would in- 
dicate an increased revenue from this 
source, the expenses Of the department 
haye likewise jncreased and in reality nv 
increase of revetiue has been realized.

TRUSTS SAME EVERYWHERE. 


Professor Jenks, of Industrial Com- 
mission, at Home. 


Washington, Beptember 22.—Professor 
J.'W. Jenks, of the industrial commis- 
sion, who has been in Europe for some 
months studying the trust problem there, 
reports that h found the truat situation 
in England, and on the continent abouit 
the same as in this country, though it was 
not causing as much public comment. 
Phe industrial consolidation thera has 
been forced by the same causes, accord- 
ing to Professor Jenks, as this country, 
namely, severe competition and small 
profits of the individual concerns. He 
that the methods practiced consist 
in d'spensing with a number of employes, 
especially superintendents, salesmen and

Anglo-American Expedition Proves 
Complete Success. 

London, September 22.—The secretary of 
state for India has received the follow- 
from General Gaselee, the 
commander of the British troops at 
Pekin: 

“Pekin, Wednesday, Septernber 19.—A 
Joint Anglo-American expedition of 1,50 
men and four guns, about half British, 
proceeded to Lin Ko Chao September 
16th, and thence, by a night march, got 
in the rear of the boxers’ headquarters at 
Pei Ta Chau, the well-known eight tem- 
ples, twelve miles west of Pekin. The 
boxers were completely surprised, and 
lost fifty men. Our casualties were nil. 
In the evening a squadron of the First 
Bengal lancers went on to San Ken Te-n 
and destroyed the new arsenal there.

Taku, September 19.—Li Hung Chang 
has caused a proclamation to be posted 
in the principal cities of the Chi-Li prov- 
ince calling upon the people and goldiers 
to exterminate the boxers. All the tao- 
tais, magistrates and prefects deserting 
their posts will be replaced by others. 
The military officials are directed to 
count the troops and report to Li Hung 
Chang. 

Waidérsee Reviews Troops. 


Shanghai, September 22.—Field Marshal 
Count von Waldersee, commander in chief 
of the allied forces, reviewed 5,000 of the 
foreign troops. The Bengal Lancerg fur- 
nished a field marshal’s escort. The troops 
marched past in the following order: 

Germans, French, volunteers (composed 
of Americans, British, French, Japanese 
and Germans); Bengal Lancers and other 
Indian troops.

Elbert Hubbard's Beautiful 
Tribute to Stephen Crane 


N the last edition of The Philistine, 

Elbert Hubbard pays beautiful tribute 

to Stephen Crane, and writes of him: 
“Stevie is not quite at home here—he'll 
not remain so very long,’ said a2 woman 
to me in 18%. Five years have gone by 
and last week the cable flashed the news 
that Stephen Crane was dead. Dead at 
twenty-nine with ten books to his credit, 
two of them good, which is two more 
than most of us scribblers will ever 
write. Yes, Stephen Crane wrote two 
things that are immortal. ‘The Red 
Badge of Courage’ is the strongest, most 
vivid work of the imagination ever fished 
from ink pot by an American. 

‘“‘Men who write from the imagination 
are helpless when in the presence of the 
fact,’ said James Russell Lowell. In 
answer to which I'll point you the “Open 
Boat,”’ the sternest, creeplest bit of real- 
ism ever penned, and Stevie was itn the 
boat. 

“American critics honored Stephen 
Crane with more ridicule, abuse and un- 
kind comment than was bestowed on 
any other writer of his time. Possibly 
the vagueness, and the loose, unsleeked 
quality of his work invited the gibes, 
jeers, and the loud laughter that 
tokens the vacant mind; yet as half 
apology for the critics we might say that 
scathing criticism never killed good work, 
and this is true, Dut it some times has 
killed the man. — 

Stephen Crane never. ansWered back, 
nor made explanation, but that he was 
stung by the continual efforts of the press 
to laugh him down, I'am very sure. 

The lack of appreciation at home caus- 
ed him to shake ‘ttle dust ‘of America 
from his feet and take up his abode acréss 
the sea, where his gfilds was being rec- 
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ognized, and where strong men stretched 
out sinewy hands of welcome-and words 
of appreciation were heard instead of 
silly insulting parody. In passing it Is 
well to note that the far stronger writers 
of America had their passports to great- 
ness vised in England’ before they were 
granted recognition at home. I refer to 
Walt Whitmin, Thoreau, Emerson, Poe, 
and Stephen Crane. 

Stevie did not know he cared for appro- 
bation, but his constant refusal to read 
what the newspapers said of him was 
proof that he did. He boycotted the tribe 
of Rometke because he knew that nine 
clippings out of ten would be unkind, 
and his sensitive soul shrank from th? 
pen pricks. 

Contemporary estimates are unusually 
wrong, and Crane is only another of the 
long list of men of genius to whom fame 
brings a wreath and finds her poet dead. 

Stephen Crane was a reincarnation of 
Frederick Chopin. Both were small in 
sature, slight, fair haired and of that 
sensitive, acute receptive temperament, 
capable of highest joy, and keyed for ex- 
quisite pain. Haunted with the prophetic 
vision of a quick coming death and with 
the hectic desire to get their work done, 
they often toiled the night away, and 
were surprised by the rays of the rising 
sun. 

“Shrinking, yet proud, shy but bold, 
with a feminine longing for love and 
tenderness; mad galety, that filly masked 


|\a breaking heart, at times took the reins 


and spirits of children just out of schoo! 
seemed to hold the road. At other times 
—and this was the prevailing mood—the 
manner was one of placid, patient, calm 
and smooth, unruffled hope; but back and 
behind all was a dynamo of energy, a 
brooding melancholy of unrest, and the 
crouching world-sorrow which this life 
could never quite unseat. Chopin reach- 
ed sublimity through sweet sounds; Crane 
attained the same height through the 
sense of sight, and words that symboled 
color, shapes and scenes. In each the 
distinguishing feature is the intense 
imagination and active sympathy. Knowl- 
edge consists in a sense of values —of 
distinguishing this from that, for truth 
lies in the mass. The delicate nuisances 
of Chopin's music have never been equa!- 
ed by another composer; every note is 
cryptic, every sound a symbol. And 

it is dance music, too, but still it 

its story of baffled hope and stifled de- 
sire—the tragedy of Poland in sweet 
sounds. Stephen Crane was an artist in 
his ability to convey the feeling by 
just the right word, or a word misplaced, 
like a lady’s dress in disarray, or a hat 
askew. This daring quality marks every- 
thing he wrote. The recognition that lan- 
guage is fluid, and at best only an expe- 
dient, flavors his work. He makes no 
fetich of a grammar—if the grammar 
gets in the way so much the worse for the 
All is packed with color, and 
charged with feeling, yet the work is 
unusually quiet in quality and modest in 
manner. 

Art is born of heart, not head; and so it 
seems to me that the work of these men 
whose names I have somewhat arbitra- 
rily linked, will live. Each sowed in sor- 
row and reaped in grief. They were ten- 
der, kind, gentle, and each possessed a 
capacity for love that passes the love 
of women. They were each indifferent to 
the proprieties, very much as children 
are. They lived in cloister-like retirement, 
hidden from the public gaze, or wandered 
unnoticed or unknown. They founded no 
schools, delivered no public

The following sketch of one of the most 
noted southern families is given in an- 
swer to repeated requests. The sketch Is 
Sent by a correspondent from Montgom- 
ery, and is made up of extracts from fam- 
ily papers and from different old books, 
mostly out of print.

THE HAMPTON FAMILY. 

“State of South Carolina, Executive De- 
rartment, Office of Secretary of State, 
Columbia, 8S. C., May 11, 18%.—Mrs. Annie 
H. Hamilton, 2224 Monterey Street, San 
Antonio, Tex.—Dear Madam: In replying 
to your letter of inquiry of 6th Instant, 
would say that record in the office cf 
revolutionary officers (Bcok of Society of 
Cincinnati) shows in ‘List of officers of the 
South Carolina line upon continental es- 
tablishment during war of the revolution 
1775-1783: 

‘“*Hampton, John, captain regiment of 
Light Dragoons; Hampton, Richard, lieu- 
tenant colonel, regiment Light Dragoons; 
Hampton, Wade, liuetenant colonel, regi- 
ment Light Dragoons; and among ‘List of 
Officers of the militia of South Carolina 
who took part in war of the revolution, 
Hapton, Edward, captain: 
Hampton, Henry, captain, Expedition un- 
der Major Williamson. 

“Hope the above is what you desire, 

“The miltary record for 1812 is not in 
this office. Respectfully, 

“D. H. TOMPKINS, Sec. State, 
‘Per Means.”’ 

In ‘‘Heitman’s Historical Register,” to 
be found at the record and pension. of- 
fice, War department, Washington, D. C., 
is reported the following: 

“John Hampton, captain South Carolina 
Jragoons, 1779 to ——.”’ 

Extricts from historical works in rela- 
tion to the Hampton family: 

Dr. Joseph Johnson, in his “Traditions 
and Reminiscences of the Revolution,” at 
page 442 gives the following account of 
the Hampton family: 

“Anthony Hampton, the father of Gen- 
eral Wade Hampton, was among the first 
emigrants from Virginia to the upper 
part of South Carolina. He settled with 
his family on Tiger river, in Spartanburg. 
At the commencement of the revolution 
it was of the utmost importance to the 
frontier inhabitants that the Cheroxee 
Indians should be conciliated and kep: in 
peace. To effect this object Edward, 
Henry and Richard Hampton—sons of 
Anthony—were sent by their neighbors to 
invite the nation to a ‘talk’ at any con- 
venient town that they might propose. 
But the British em'ssaries had heen he- 
forethem and had already induced the 
Cherokees to make an inroad into the 
upper part of the state. This took place 
in July, 1776, and, after destroying several 
families, they attacked the family cf 
Mr. Hampton, killed him, his wife, his 
son Preston, his infant grandson Harri- 
son, burnt hig house and carried off a 
boy named John Bynum. Mrs. Harrison. 
his daughter, and her husband were ab- 
sent at 4 neighbor's, but returned in the 
midst of the conflagration and were also 
in great danger. Edward, Henry and 
Wade—his other sons—were also absent, 
and thus preserved to avenge the deed. 
His son in law, James Harrison, also 
joined zealously and bravely with his 
neighbors, after providing for the safety 
of his family, and was in most of the hard 
fought battles. 

“Captain Henry Hampton behaved 
nobly under General Williamson in his 
second battle against the Cherokee In- 
dians. He ordered his company to fire in 
platoons and then fall to the ground to 
reload, while the rest advanced in-their 
smoke. He thus led them to the charge, 
advancing in the smoke, then firing and 
reloading on their backs. 

“When he came near enough he charged 
bayonet and the enemy fled. He himself 
captured an Indian, wearing the coat of 
his brother Preston, who had’ no doubt 
been murdered by this man-when they de- 
stroyed his father’s family. 

“Edward Hampton, who also engaged in 
this battle and after it, when the Indians 
wera closely pursued, they began first to 
kill.their prisoners and then their own 
aged and wounded friends. Following 
close on the Indian trail, Edward Hamp- 
ton came to the body of a white woman, 
recently murdered by them and lef! 
shockingly exposed. He alighted, in the 
hurry of the moment, covered the body 
with his own shirt—the only one he had— 
drew it under a bush and resumed the 
pursult. He was afterwards killed by the 
tories, in the year 1781, when, in their 
bioody scout, they assumed the distin- 
guishing badge of the whigs and went 
from house to house destroying and burn- 
ing eyerything habitable and. killing 
whole families. 

‘General Wade Hampton distinguished 
himself on many occasions by the bravery 
and energy of his character and his acute- 
ness in partisan warfare, Colonel Thom- 
as Taylor, of Columbia, told us that 
Wade Hampton was once taken prisoner 
and they were sending him down to the 
prisonship under an officer and file of 
men, but did not confine his hands or 
feet. When the party stopped for rc- 
fre #iment he was made to stand in one 
corner of a room; the arms were leaning 
in the opposite corner diagonally and 
the gurad sat dawn between them in the 
middie of the room. Hampton shuffled 
a little from his corner, some time to the 
cight and then to the left; at last he 
made a spring, seized the arms and m.ade 
his guard his prisoners. He. then paroled 
them. armed and mounted himself and 
rode off.’’ 

The following note is to be found in 
Draper’s work, ‘‘King’s Mountain and 
Its. Heroes,’ page 63: 

“McCall's Georgia, ii, 312-13; and MS. 
pension statement of Jesse Neville, one 
of Hampton's party. It ‘may not be in- 
appropriate in this connection to add a 
few words relative to the hero of this 
courageous exploit. Captain Edward 
Hampton was a brother of Colonel Wade, 
Richard and Henry Hampton, of Sum- 
ter’s army. He was a very active parti- 
san and reputed one of the best horse- 
men of his time. In May, 1775, with his 
brother, Preston Hampton, he was dele- 
gated by the people of the frontiers of 
South Carolina to visit the Cherokees 
and see if, by a suitable “‘talk,’’ they 
could not be made to comprehend the 
causes of the growing differences be-

By some means they escaped with their 
lives, 

The following year, 1776, while Edward 
Hampton, with his wife, was on a visit 
to her father, Baylis Earle, on North 
Pacolet, the Cherokees made an .-incur- 
sion into the valleys of Tyger, massacre- 
ing Preston Hampton, his aged parents, 
and a young grandchild of theirs. 

Edward Hampton served on William- 
son's expedition against the Cherokees 
in the summer and autumn of that year, 
and though only a lHieutenant, he had 
the command of his company, and‘dis- 
tinguished himself in a battle with the 
enemy, receiving the special thanks of 
his general for his bravery and good 
conduct on the occasion. 

After the destruction of the Hampton 
family, on the middle fork of Tyger, 
where he resided, he seems to have made 
his home for a season on a plantation 
he possessed at Earle’s ford, where his 
father in law, Mr. Earle, resided. That 
he was the Captain Hampton who led the 
dashing foray against Dunlap on his re- 
treat to Prince's fort is partially corrob- 
orated by Dr. Howe in his ‘‘History of 
the Presbyterian Church in South Caro- 
lina, page 6542, though erroneous as to 
the place of the occurrence; but Jesse 
Neville’s pension statement renders the 
matter conclusive, supplying the _ first 
name of his captain, which McCall fails 
to give in his details of that affair. 

Captain Hampton was killed the ensu- 
ing October, at or near Fair forest 
creek, in the bosom of his family, by Bill 
Cunningham's notorious ‘bloody scout.” 
He was in the prime of life and in his 
death his country lost a bold cavalier. 
He was the idol of his family and friends. 
His descendants in Georgia, Mipgsipni 
and Texas are among the worthiest of 
people. Baylis Earle became one of the 
early judges of Spartanburg district and 
was living 1826, in his eighty-ninth year— 
MS. statement of Colonel John Carter, 
Watauga, May 30, 1775; MS. letter of 
Colonel Elijah Clarke to General Sumter, 
October 29, 1780; Governor Perry's sketch 
of the Hampton family in the Magnolia 
Magazine, June, 1843, with a continua- 
tion, which appeared in the South Caro- 
lina papers in 1843, .written by Colonel 
Wade Hampton, Sr., father of the pres- 
ent senator of that state. 

Colonel James Williams had been ap- 
pointed brigadier general by Governor 
Rutledge in August, 1780, under circum- 
stances which will be found detailed by 
Draper in ‘‘King’s Mountain and Its He- 
on page 168, Professor Draper

Middle- 
ton; Colonel Thomas Taylor was proba- 
bly the other. Meanwhile, it was agreed 
that Sumter should retire until a decision 
was reached and the difficulty settled, 
Colonels Lacy and Hill to command t’@> 
troops during the interim.”’ 

Colonel Wade Hampton did not at first 
espouse the cause of the revolution. As 
late as the 19th of September, 1780, his 
name appears in a list published in the 
Royal anette at Charleston of those 
who were well affected to his majesty. 
and whose sincerity to the royal cause 
was certified by citizens of known loyalty 
and integrity. 

That this was so also appears in the 
following letter to be found in Gibbes’s 
Documentary History .of South Carolina, 
1781-82: 
COLONEL RICHARD HAMPTON TO 

MAJOR JOHN HAMPTON. 
“April 

‘Dear Brother—For news I give you 
the following, viz: Brother Wade has 
joined General Sumter, and has left all 
his property in the possession of the 
British and tories; he now fights them 
hard. Brother Henry is raising a regular 
regiment of light horse, as also Colonel 
Middleton, Hawthorn Hill. I have ac- 
cepted the majority in Middleton's regi- 
ment. Brother Wade I believe will also 
raise a regiment. It will not be amiss to 
mention the terms on which they are to 
be raised, and the number each regiment 
is to consist of. The troops are to enlist 
for ten months, each regiment to have 
one lieutenant colonel, one major, five 
sergeants, ten Hleutenants; each

to be as follows: 

“Each colonel to receive three 
negroes and one small negro. 

‘“‘Major to receive three grown negroes. 

“Captain, two grown negroes. 

‘‘Lieutenants, one large and one small 
negra.

“The sergeants, one and a *quarter ne- 
groes. 

‘Each private, one

any young men who are willing to iurn 
into th's kind of service, you May as- 
sure them that the terms will be sirictly 
complied with, and the general diliects 
that any who may think proper io come 
out with the wagons to join said serv'ce 
are tg be served with provisions tor 
themselves and horses. 

Brother Wade has brought one of your 
negro fellows with him (Jacob). We are 
all in high spirits. I am, dear bilother, 
yours sincerely. R. HAMPTON.” 

*Under ten years or over forty Was a4 
half negro, a full negro being value at 
£400. 

During the last two years of the war— 
1781-1782—three Hamptons commanded rer- 
iments in: the. service—Colone! tilenry 
Hampton, Colonel Wade Hampton and 
Colonel Richard Hampton. Colonel Henry 
Hampton’s regiment was the Iirsi. Lt 
was organized under Sumter, a puait 
that gallant band. of patriots who when 
the stata was abandoned py the conti- 
nental armies, after the fall of Charies- 
ton. in 1760, rose and, without a governe 
ment behind them, stemmed the tide of 
British conquest and laid the foundation 
of its recovery by General Greene, wiih 
the support of Sumter and Marion. 

The regiments of Colonels Wade and 
Richard Hampton were organitcd' by 
Governor Rutledge upen-his return to the 
state in 1781, as a part of the state’s regu- 
lar force.

New York Financier says: 

The increasing demands of the interior for 
clop moving funds is shown in a loss of 
$4 /52,200 cash by the associated banks of 
New York for the week ending September 22. 
All this money was shipped west and south, 
operations with the sub-treasury having result- 
ed in little change either way. The interesting 
feature of the weekly statement is a de- 
crease of $2,689,600 in the loan item, the 
first contraction of consequence that has been 
noted since the third week in July. The change 
or the current week is not large, but derives 
significance from the fact that the drain of 
cesh out of New York has led some of the 
barks to curtail outstandigg commitments, 
The fallacy of forecasting the probable vol- 
ume of interior demands over a fall season 18 
well shown in the presnt depletion of re- 
serves, shipments so far this year having been 
fully up to the ordinary despite the repeated 
arsertions that New York would not be called 
upon to finace the crop harvest. As it is, the 
banks have a much heavier reserve than us- 
ual at this period, but as the shipments of 
money are not over by any means, it will be 
only logical if a further shrinkage in loans re- 
sulted. The situation is somewhat complicat- 
ed by the adjustment of the German and Swed- 
ish loans now being regotiated here, but so 
far as ordinary commercial anl local business 
is corcerned, everything favors a firmer money 
market. It is not to be forgotten that the 
deposit account is much higher than the aver- 
age, necessitating a large volume of cash re- 
serve, and .o meet present needs of contraction 
ia other items, releasing part of this reserve, 
is the ordinary remedy. For the week just 
erded the reserve shrinkage is smaller than the 
actual loss in cash, because of this very oper- 
ation. This is in direct contrast with the ex- 
ibit of the previous week, When expanding 
deposits, due to rising loans, made the re- 
serve loss heavier than cash shrinkage. The 
fact that the circulation of the banks has in- 
creesed over 100 per cent in the last year 
renders it possible for the banks to ship west 
a large amount of money that does not de- 
plete reserves or affect totals.

The democratic 
state convention, held in Jacksonville last 
June. inserted the following plank in its 
platform; 

“The quéstion of the removal of the seat 
of state government and as to the holding 
of a constitutional convention should be 
settled by the white democratic electors 
of the..state at a primary election to be 
held at the time of holding the state 
election, November 6. 1900, to be partici- 
pated in by only white democrats who, in 
said general election, shall have voted 
for the candidates of this convention.” 

Efforts at various times have been made 
by different cities of the state to secure 


the state capital for a particular locali- 


tv. but never with success. There had 
been a discussion of capital removal in 
the legisfiture of 1899, as there had pre- 
Viously been during the sessions of 1881, 
IS91. 1898 and 1897. but the removal propo- 
sitions were always defeated. 

The veople of the state have never be- 
fore discussed the proposition as a state 
issue. and they did not authorize the del- 
ecates sent to the last state convention 
to make it an issue this year. Some of 
those who desire to have the capital re- 
moved to Jacksonville took advantage of 
the peculiar political conditions at the 
State convention and thrust the matter 
upon the people when the large majority 
of the delegates in the convention would 
have been embarrassed in the support 
of their candidates for governor if they 
had ventured to antagonize the submis- 
Sion of the question to the white demo- 
crats at the November primary. 

The issue was unexpectedly put through 
the committée on platform and resolu- 
tions. and when that document was pre- 
sented to the convention there were five 
candidates before the convention seeking 
the democratic nomination for goverr)r. 
Duval county, in which is the city of 
JacKsonville. had twenty-two delegates 
in that convention, which, with such 
others as naturally stand wjth Duval un- 
der such conditions, made a formidable 
number of votes which were eagerly 
sought by the friends of the gubernatorial 
candidates. 

This. of course, arrayed the field 
against Leon county, in which is Talla- 
hassee, the present capital. for Leon had 
in Hon. Fred T. Myers a candidate for 
governor, and her fourteen votes were 
pledged to her own candidate, while tha 
Duval votes were free to trade and coquet 
This necessarily 
gave Jacksonville an immense advant- 
age. and upon the issue of simple sub- 
mission to a primary of white democrats, 
of course, none of the friends of candi- 
dates except those for the Tallahassee 
candidate could refuse to so submit the 
question, 

It was not surprising under these con- 
ditions that the vote in the convention 
in favor of submission of primaries was 
so large, for the friends of the measure 
urged that it was simply a question of

for their expression a matter which 
should come before the legislature in regu- 
lar order. The opinion is frequently eX- 
pressed that if Tallahassee had not been 
hampered and prevented from using her 
and other friendly delegates whose 
votes would have been eagerly sought if 
Tallahassee had not presented a 


way. Duval simply took advantage of 
Leon, because the latter county contains 
the capital, which Jacksonville wants, and 
in addition, Leon offered to furnish the 
governor when there were four other 
gubernatorial candidates before the con- 
vention. 

The question of the removal or non-re- 
moval of the state capital being forced 
upon the party without the consent of 
the voters at large and its having been 
raised by such peculiar methods and at 
a time when other important matters are 
to be determined, the disposition of the 
masses of voters will be, it is believed, 
to reject the removal scheme at this 
time. so the issue can be made in the 
regular democratic and constitutional 
manner.

THE PASSING THRONG, 


The society young women of Brooklyn 
Heights have told the young men oftheir 
acquaintance that they must give up 
either cigarettes or the company of the 
girls. Pipes or cigars are permitted, but 
according to the rules Af an organization 
the cigarette is barred absolutely. 

Some of the voung men have sneered at 
the possibilities that lie behind the newly 
formed Anti-Cigarette League and have 
vaguely hinted at a crusade on their part 
against ice cream and chocolates and 
other dainties, The girls, however, parry 
this bluff by pointing out that all the 
desirable girls in Brooklyn Heights belong 
to the league, and so if any young man 
wishes the society of any young woman 
in that neighborhood there is no question 
that he must drop cigarettes. 

Miss Hallen. the president of the league, 
originated it, and at once called a meet- 
ing of her friends and urged upon them 
that they combine their energies for a 
very aggressive campaign during the 
coming winter. The young women were 
dalighted with the idea and at once 
formed a league, elected Miss MHallen 
presidery and adopted the following very 
outspoken set of rules for its govern- 
ment: 

“Tt is resolved that this association of 
Brooklyn girls be called ‘The Anti-Ciga- 
rette League.’ 

“It shall be the duty of every member 
to do all in her power to stop the use of 
cigarettes by young men. 

“Each member agrees to speak to at 
least one young man each day on the evil 
effects of cigarettes; a ijst- of names of 
users Of cigarettes shall be furnished at 
each meeting, with names of those al- 
ready spoken po. 

“If, after being spoken to on two oc- 
casions, a young man shall still persist 
in using the offensive weed, all the mem- 
bers shall agree not fo speak to or notice 
him upon any occasion until he shal? pro- 
vide positive proof that he has abstained 
from them for fully four weeks. 

“The use of pipes or cigars shall be per- 
mitted. 

“These rules shall be printed and copies 
given to any young man who persists in 
using cigarettes after being once told of 
the ideas of this leaguf. 

“A social gathering shall be given once 
ea@M month during the fall and winter at 
tie homes of the members, to which shall 
be invited those of our male friends who 
have stopped using cigarettes."

reception room. Here we were met ‘by one 
of Earl Li’s secretaries, his physician and 
a high official, out of the back of whose 
hat a peacock feather stuck. This man 
walked in front of me, carrying my red 
card before him. He led us into a great 
room, in the center of which was a long 
table covered with bowls of cakes and 
crystallized fruits, and at one side of 
which was a smaller table, upon which 
were teacups and cigars. We sat down 
at the small table and chatted a while 
awaiting the coming of the viceroy. The 
two secretaries spoKe excellent English, 
which they had learned in America. 
LI HUNG CHANG IN 1900. 

Within a short time I heard a commo- 
tion, and looking out through the door I 
saw four Chinese officials carrying an 
open chair across the court. In the chair 
sat a Chinese giant, his great frame 
covered with a silk gown of blood red and 
his yellow face half hidden by an official 
hat, out of which floated a great peacock 
feather. 


As the bearers came closer I coul’ 
recognize the features of Li Hung Chang, 
who is now so aged that he % carried 
from one room of his palace to another. 
As his chair was set down and the bear- 
ers, seizing his arms, raised him to his 
feet. I could see that*he has put on flesh 
since he‘took his trip around the world 
and that he has developed a stomach 
) which shows a visible swell when he sits 
down. On that day it lay in a grent 
wrinkle over his belt, almost covering the 
golden buckle, set with diamonds in 
Chinese characters, which fastened his 
gown. 

The viceroy was supported by his men 


as he crossed to the table where I was 
standing, and upon my presentation he 
gave me his long yellow hand to shake. 
As he looked at me his fat Chinese face 


| lighted up, his piercing black eyes twin- 


kled behind their almond lids and I could 
see that he remembered fe. He took a 
seat at the tea table and motioned me 
to the chair at his left, which is the place 
of honor in China. 

LI WANTS A SUBSCRIPTION. 

He then began to ask questions, and 
soon showed that his fatness had not 
touched his intellect. He has the same 
inquisitorial powers which he displayed 
in the United States, and put one query 
after another as to my age, wealth and 
business. My only way of getting in a 
question was by tacking it on to one of 
my answers or responding with a 
stmilar question to his exceilency, so 
that when he asked me whether I was 
making much money I replied: 

“Not much, vour excellency, for a vice-

roy, but fairly wel for a private citizen.’ 

‘That must be a great deal,”’ replied LA 
Hung Changs. “You Americans have a 
high standard of wealth. You are so rich 
that what seems a fortune among other 
peoples is considered as nothing among 
you.’ 

“But, your excellency,” 
Currently reported that you 
ously rich. How about that?”’ 

“Yes, I know it is so reported,”’ replied 
the Chinese millionaire, ‘‘but, alas, it Is 
not Most of my riehes comes from 
the statements in your American news- 
papers. You have made me rich, where- 
as lam comparatively poor. So poor, in- 
deed, (this with a joking chuckle), so poor 
that I think you rich American editors 
might ralse™ fund for me. Can't you 
start one?’ 

“I fear not, vour said TI, 
laughingly. “‘But perhaps if would 
make a statement of accounts the matter 
might be laid before the American people. 
But we really pelieve that you are rich. 
As for me, if I had one-fiftieth what you 
have I should be well satisfied.’’ 

‘‘How much do you think I have, then?’ 
said the viceroy. “‘Give me the amount in 
fig uses.”’ 

“Well, your excellency,” said I, “it is 
currently reported that you are worth 
$100,000,000 in gold. If I could have $2,000,- 
000 I should think it a great deal.” 

“Yes, and it would be a great deal,” 
said the viceroy. “I really don’t think I 
could afford to give away $2,000,000,”’ 

LI HUNG CHANG'S DAY. 

The question of age next came up, and 
after I had told Li Hung Chang how old 
I was I asked him a number of questions 
himself and his habits. He is now 
seventyv-eight and fects that he is grow- 
ing old rapidly. Still he-is able to work, 
and he puts in from ten to twelve hours 
a day. He rises at 6 o'clock, has a cup 
of broth and is then shaved and dressed. 
He reads the newspapers for an hour and 
then breakfast consisting of 
several bowls of thin gruel, some rice 
and a spoonful of beef extract. After 
this he receives special eatlers and holds 
audiences until 12 o’cloek. He has a grea: 
deal of mail, and this has probabiy been 
increased during the war. He attends to 
this during the afternoon. He eats a good 
lunch and then takes a nap for an hour 
and a short walk. After this he goes 
back to business until dinner time. He 
spends the evening with his friends, and 
makes it a rule to be in bed by 10 o'clock, 

AMERICANS IN CHINA. 

The conversation beginning in this per- 
sonal way soon drifted into public mat- 
ters. The interview was held about a 
month before the outbreak of the boxers, 
and there was then no apparent danger of 
the war which has since come, The yvice- 
roy was much more independent in his 
statements than he would be now, gnd 
when I mentioned that I had been in the 
Phillippines he turned rather fiercely upon 
me and asked what the United States 
meant by excluding the Chinese. He 
said: 

“You people make a mistake in keeping 
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must have them if you want the islands to 
prosper. They are the only cheap and 
reliable labor you can get out there. They 
will develop your country, build the rail- 
roads for you and work your factories. 
I will tell you you have got to have 
them.”’ 

““l don’t know about that, your excel. 
lency,”’ said I. “Our people are afraid 
that if we open the door so many of your 
Chinese will rush in that they will flood 
the country.” 

“T don’t believe there is any danger of 
that,’’ replfed Li Hung Chang. “You 
would have some immigration, but not 
much. The Chinese are not naturally an 
emigrating people. They like home 
ter than anywhere else. All that you 
have in the Philippines come from two of 
our provinces only.’’ 

THE PHILIPPINES’ AS A TRADE 
CENTER. 

“Would the admission of 
increase the trade between 
pines and China?’ I asked. 

“Yes, it would,’ said Li Hung Chang. 
“The Chinese now control the retail, as 
well as much of the wholesale, business 
of the Philippines. We are naturally a 
commercial people, and every Chinese 
merchant and exporter you have in the 
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Philippines is just one more link in the | 


chain which will tie the markets of China 
to the Philippines and to the United 
States. The islands should be a base for 
your trade relations with China and the 
far east.”’ 

“How about the. Philippines? Do you 
think it will pay for the United States to 
own them?” 

“TI should think so. Your people seem to 
want more territory, and the Philippines 
are a good piece of property. I wonder if 
your government wants still more land. 
I should like much to know just what 
you want in China.” 

“All we want here, 
said I, ‘‘is the open door. 
trade and no favors.”’ 

“Yes, but you have that now,” said Li 
Hung Chang. “China is now open to all 
the world.’”’ 

CHINA AND RUSSIA. 

“But it is open on “the same 
tions, your excellency,’’ said Il. “It is said 
that you favor the Russians.’ 

“That is not so,’ said the viceroy, em- 
phatically. 

“But is there not a secret alliance be- 
tween Russia and China? I have heard 
it whispered in diplomatic circles that 
there is.’’ 

“No, there is not,’’ said Li Hung Chang.

“No, I do not,” said Li Hung Chang. 
“Neither Japan nor Russia wants war. It 
is a mistake to think they are building 
the trans-Siberef! railroad for that pur- 
pose. «They are doing that to develop the 
eountry. Siberia is enormously rich. It 
has. but few people, and it must have a 
raflroad if it is to be opened up to settle- 
ment.”’ 

RAILROADS IN CHINA. 
1‘‘How about railroad development 
China? It seems to me very slow.’ 

“Yes, it is necessarily , pense. Ts 
liung Chang. , *‘We Chinese cannot move 
fast as you people of the west. We 
want to construct roads, but we prefer 
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to build them ourselves, just as far as we | 


possibly can. We will do it in time.”’ 

“How about the American 
from Hankow to Canton? Will that road 
be built, and will it pay?’’ 

“Yes, it will be built, and it will event- 
ually pPove a very profitable roed. It 
may not pay at the start, but it goes 
through a populous country and one full 
of material and industrial wealth.” 
TELLS OF THE EMPRESS DOWAGER 

“I understand, your excellency, that the 
empress dowager is opposed to railroads 
and to all modern progress.” 

“That is not so,” was Li Hung Chang’s 
diplomatic reply. “She is in favor of 
the good things that are modern, but she 
wants us to be sure they are good before 
she accepts them. The newspapers have 
said many things about the government 
of China which are untrue.’’ 

“Yes, but, your excellency, it is hard 
to téll what is true in China. It is said 
that the empress dowager has had the 
emperor penned up in the imperial pal- 
ace for months. Is that true?’ 

“No,” said Earl Li, “it is not. The em- 
peror has held |. audiences with the em- 
Press dowager and they have been dcing 
the business together.”’ 

‘But then, who is the real ruler of Chi- 
na? Who is governing the empire, the 
empcror or the empress Gowager?" 

The above was a leading question and 
Hung Chang could not evade it. He 
stopped a moment and finally said: 

‘The empress dowageér is the real ruler.” 

SHE IS LIFE QUEEN VICTORIA. 

“But is nwf that a strange way to do. 
your excellenty,”’ said I, ‘“‘to have a young 
emperor and let an old woman rule?’” 
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Li Hung Chang Sert Me His Card. 
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“{ do not think so,” said his excelleney. 
“It is not different here than it is in Eng- 
land. The prince of Wales is certainly 
old enough, but Queen Victoria rules. 
The empress dowager is very clever.’’ 

“But, your excellency, what can 
know about the empire? She does 
travel over it and she never gets 
among the people.”’ 

‘Queen Victoria personally knows noth- 
ing of her empire,” said Li Hung Chang. 
“She goes now and then to Scotland and 
sometimes to the south of France. She 
has to take her information from the offi- 
cials. and so does the empress dowager.”’ 
CHINA A MONARCHY JUST LIKE 

ENGLAND. 

“But, your excellency, will not the gov- 
ernment of China soon change?’ 

Li HungChang might make a different 
repyv to the above question today, What 
he said a few weeks ago was as follows: 

‘“T think not. We had a revolutionist 
named Kang Yuh Weh, and others, who 
wanted to change China and make ita 
republic, like the United States. Such a 
government does well for you, but it will 
not do for China. We have a monarchy 
here, just as has England, Germany and 
Russia, and it will continue so.” 

MANUFACTURING IN CHINA. 

‘“‘How about modern manufacturing? Is 
it increasing here?’’ 

“Yes, many n factories have been 
bu%it. More wil] ‘Soon te under way, and 
I look for the day when there will be 
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not 
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modern factories all over China. Ouf 
people can handle modern machinery as 
well as vour people. We understand how 
LO combine capital and organize industry, 
and we expect to do considerable of that 
sort. of work in the future.’”’ 

“But, your excellency, is there not 
danger that when you have factorics that 
with vour cheap labor your goods witil 
flood the narkets and crowd the work- 
ingmen of other nations to the wali?” 

“IT don't think so. The Chinese is eco- 
nomical because he is poor. As he m@#kes 
more money he will spend more, and it 
will keep us busy to supply our owt 
wants. [I don’t think there is any danger 
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of China bothering the world as an over. 


producer.” 

This prectically closed 
conversation was carried on while 
seated at the table together. 
After a cup of tea, which was served in 
Chinese cups with gold saucers and cov- 
ers, his excellency rose and led the wa 
te the dining table, where he agam 
seated me at his left. During the cnat 
there cakes and crystallized fruits were 
passed.

As we chatted he smoked between the 
paragraphs, a servant putting a reat 
water pipe to his mouth from time to 
time.

As it is the nature of the mass of man- 
kind to be contented with so little it is 
the height of cruelty and folly to ive 


them to despair by robbing them of 
everything. 

To the rich I say: “Your 
wealth is but a source of misery to you, 
unless you employ it for man. You have 
too much while these have not enough. 
Your excess renders them destitute. I 
denounce and abhor you. You are your- 
selves wretched, and you scrupie not to 
make others more wretched still.” 

To the poor I say: ‘‘Reason from what 
is to what ought to be and direct your 
minds to achieve it. It is not sense that 
the multitude should toil on short reward 
that the few may wallow in boundess 
and injurious luxury. Work out the solu- 
tion by fidelity to yourselves, by wisdom 
and persistence, by confidence in each 
other. and in the ultimate justice of prov- 
idence.’”’ 

And to al! mankind I would say: “Seek 
happiness by performing justly all the 
duties of life as they present themselves. 
Shun teachers of narrowness and bigotry 
and of that conservatism which has its 
root in universal wrong. Give more heed 
to reason than to creed. Be not led away 
into strange paths. Remember § this: 
That without woman man can be neither 
happy nor healthy. Those men who pro- 
fess to live as celibates prey upon the 
weak and helptess and pass their lives in 
degrading mankind. They should be de- 
nounced and whipped off the earth.’

T has often been said that the woman 


of northern China, that portion of the | 


empire invaded by Russia, reigns su- 
preme in her own household. Though this 


is an exaggeration, she is undoubtedly of 


greater consequence than the women fur- | 


ther south. The Manchu woman, further 
north than Pekin. certainly far more 
emancipated than her Hun sister, and she 
is at least allowed her natural feet to 
walk upon. 

Another curious fact observed in China 
that the women of the lower classes 
much more freedom than those of 
rank, and are more on an equality with

The poorer a man is the fewer spousés 


ean he afford to keep, so that the average 
'man of the lower—not the middle—classes | 
| has but one wife. 


In this alone she holds 
an advantage over the wealthier sisters; 
again,- companions ins poverty are 
to make common cause. The poot 
man and his mate must work together. 
He cannot afford to shut her up, or keep 


her apart from the world, needing her as- 


as he does in his work. If he 
is a farmer. the burden of all the house- 
hold cares fall on\ her shoulders, and this 
takes her outside to fetch water to wash

She freely meets and gossips with 
the other women of the neighborhood and 
leads more of a social life than ladies of 
the highest station.

Jt is not unheard 
of for one of the wives to have a large in- 
fluence over the husband, tor women are 
women the world over, and men are men. 
But generally speaking, it is the women 
of the lower classes who, for the rea- 
sons just enumerated, play a heavier part 
in the every day life of the great Chinese 
empire.

of the Chinese women 
with, their characters— 
generally attractive. She dresses in more 
comfort than do women in other parts 
of the world. The Manchus wear long 
skirts. but their blouses are loose, while 
almost all other Chinese women wear 
the long. graceful blouse and a pair of 
trousers, which the most emancipated 
western woman might envy from ihe 
standpoint of comfort. 

It is well nigh impossible to-get weil ac- 
aguainted with the secluded women of the 
upper classes. The daughter of the Brit- 
ish governor of Hong Kong, Sir Henry 
Blake. has been more successful in this 
vay than almost anybody else who has 
held a high social position in China. She 
studied Chinese first of all, and now has 
made real friends amongst the women of 
rank in Hong Kone. A dinner party 
which she gave for tu€m was a great in- 
novation, and her friends pradicted a fail- 
ure. All the men were banished from 
government house for the evening, and 
the foreign ladies who were invited were 
in ful] evening dress. The Chinese wo- 
men not only attended, but thoroughly 
enjioved it. Some of them had made a 
previous acquaintance with Knives and 
forks. but those who had not, learned in 

: minutes, and used them daintily. 
wondered at many of the dishes, 

at the bare arms and throats 
hostesses, saying that it must

Ste hh ee 
matertals if you want 
There is no alchemy tn 
the to transmute stale eggs, 
sticky sugar, strong butter and lumpy 
flour into something rich and toothsome. 
Neither will the most skillful mixing and 
baking do away with the acrid flavor 
resultant from poor baking powders. 

To judge flour, ruffle the surface of it— 
shadows between the heaps look 
faintly creamy Blue white flour jis apt 
to have a taint of corn flour or e¢orn 
starch, or else to have been ground from 
wheat below the highest grade. Perfect 
flour, grasped in the hand, will show 
when released, ali the veins of the palm, 
well as keep shape. It has also a 
sort of velvet feel, which may be learn- 
ed. but cannot be more accurately de- 
scribed. 

A soft well flavorede coffee sugar with 
only a faint saccharine smell, is for many 
of cake. better than either granu- 
or cut loaf, and first-class grocers 
will supply on demand a light, yellow, 
soft sugar. much better for dark cakes 
than ary of the white sugar tribe. 

Rutter speaks for itself—to eye and 
nose. Eggs carry within the hallmark 
of freshness. It is the air bubble at 
the end, betwixt the lining membrane 
and the shell. When the bubble is small 
and located at the end, the eggs are at 
least reasonablv fresh—if it has shifted 
to the ton or is as big as your thumbs 
end, they are open to suspicion. Eggs 
are better broken cool than warm—Sso in 
hot weather it well to lay them in 
ice water. or set them in a refrigerator 
half an hour or before using. 

Cake making single-handed is a mat- 
ter for method. First measure your hut- 
ter and set it where it will soften with- 
out oiling. Melted butter cannot b* 
creamed and creaming is essential to 
lightness in the cake. Put it in a bowl 
bic enough to admit of vigorous stirring.

Add it to the eggs and sugar, alternately 
with the flour. and take care to stir im 
every bit of flour before you put in more 
butter. A drop of butter falling upon ary 
flour makes a lump it is almost impossi- 
ble to be rid of. When all the butter and 
flour are in. beat hard for ten minutes, 
then go to work whipping the whites of 
eggs. eat them very stiff, and mix in 
lightly. Now if you have used soda alone, 
put in your lemon juice—strained, or your 
sour cream. feat the whole mixture, for 
three minutes*longer, add your flavoring. 
also a dash of rum or brandy, then pour 
into. molds and set in the oven.

er may not only see every part of the 
ancient fort overlooking the river, but 
can almost hear the murmur af the Wa- 
bash «s it sweeps along peacefully, past 
the settlement. Speaking of this latest 
work of Mr. Thompson, The Chicago 
Times-Herald declares it to be more orig- 
inal than “Richard Carvel,” more ¢onhe- 
sive than “To Haye'and To Hold’, and 
more vital than ‘Janice Meredith,” and 
with certain minor reservations we are 
inclined to adopt this opinion as our own.

Old Vincennes was a French sgettle- 
ment on the banks of the Wabash, in 
southern Indiana.

Beverley, en- 
raged at indignities put ugon Alice, takes 
to the wilderness and attempts to reach 
Captain Clark at Kaskaskia and bring a 
relief expedition. He has many adven- 
tures, including capture by the Indians. 
He is released by Long Hair, who thus 
makes return to Alice for gaving* him 
from death on one occasion and supplying 
him with food until he could recover {rom - 
a broken leg. Beverley comes upon a lit- 
tle army in the wilderness and learns that 
Colonel Clark is already leading an -expe- 
dition against Vincennes. The heroic and 
trying march is thrillingly described, as 
well as the siege that ends in the recap- 
ture of the old town. The flag of Mille. 
Roussillon is again run up over the fort. 

So far aS the principals are concerned 
the story ends with the customary con- 
nubial bliss. Scattered throughout the 
work there are many French phrases, but 
they are skilfully used and fit so perfect- 
ly into the texture of the story that Mey 
never once divert the reader's attention 
from the claims of the story to the ac- 
complishments of the writer. We quote 
this short sketch of Mr. Thompson from 
The Chicago Times-Herald: 

‘Maurice Thompson was born in In- 
diaga, near Brookville, September 9, 1844, 
and was taken to Kentucky and thence to 
north Georgia when achild. He Was edu- 
cated by prvate tutors on his father’s 
plantation With a view to the vocation of 
a civil engineer. He came from. the gouth 
to Indiana in 1868, a Iittle later teok 
charge of the construction of @ railroad, 
married and settled at Crawfordsville, 
where he soon opened a law office, and in 
partnership with his brother, Will H.
